She entered v/.th 
Tenewed zeal and interest into his work in the church, serving for y.ars 
as a teachcT in the Sunday School, and as officer in various church so- 
cieties In 1897 «he removed to Mt. Carroll when her son became the 
Dean of Frances Shimer School. With unfailing interest ..he shared h.s 
hopes and ambitions for the School and cooperated in every possible way 
in realization of hi« plans for the institution. Mrs. McKee da-d at her 
home in Mount Carroll on February 21, 1923. She is survived by h«r 
son William Parker McKoe, by two grandchildren Howard Harper Mc- 
Kee of New York City, and Margaret McKee Damon of Springfield 
Massachusetts, and two great grandchildren, John Parker McKee and 
Martha Hughe3 McKee. At the funeral services held .n West Hall, 
Frances Shim.r School on February 23. Rev. George C. tetter of Ot- 
tawa niinois, her former pa.-.tor, .spoke in part as follows: It is very 
fitting that we should gather to pay our last tribute to one who placed 
the supreme L-mphasis of her life upon spiritual things. Madam McKec 
trusted in those things that cannot be shaken. She dwelt in a house 
not made with hands eternal in the Heavens. She was first of all a 
great mother, deeply devoted to her loved ones. She was an eager seek- 
er after truth. She possessed unusual mental power and a remarkable 
memory for a woman of her years. She was a woman of deep and posi- 
tive conviction. Shf read widely upon national and international ques- 
tions She poBsesaed well furmod opinions on moral issues. Her in- 
terests in world affairs were more than a mere desire for information. 
She was above all things desirous that the cause of righteousness should 
be victorious. She was a woman of deep spiritual life; regular in 
church attendance, reverent in worship, an attentive liatener. In th« 
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buckKTOund of her characU-r was a life of prayer Madame McKec 
Heomed nuluruUy to Iwlon^ to Kruncea Shimcr School Her taste for 
Ihi! beftt in litcruluro and nrt; ht^r love of the beautiful; dignity of man- 
ner and bc'aring j^ave to this institution an almoaphere of culture and 
refinement. It wua a rare jirivilei^e for tht- Kiri» of Frances Shimer to 
have had in their midst a woman who embodied in her life the culture of 
an old Kenerution. Her Hpirit waa the lij^k that bound the old to the new. 
Her memory and her influence will alwayn live within these waUa. 
Like Mrs. Shimer and other elioJce spirils who have Hcrved this institu- 
tion, she will be one of the cloud of witnefl»es who look down from above 
ond rejoice in the (rreat Hcrvice Kranccfi Shimer School ib rendering tho 
womanhood of America. For one who lived so earnejitly for the good, 
the true, and beautiful, who wai* so deeply devoted to the Christian 
Church and to the intereats of the Kinigdom of God, there is laid up a 
crown of eternal life and of immortal love,"
